ENGLISH MINISTRY OF ART. 

Great interest in a proposed ministry of 
art has followed. the formation of a Parlia- 
mentary Fine Arts Committee. Amoiig 
those who have .accepted the invitation to 
join the committee- are Viscount B.ryce, 
Lord Curzon of Kedleston, the Earl of 
Crawford and Balcarres, Sir. George Ag- 
new, Lord Henry Bentinck, A. A. Allen,. Sir 
Edward F. Coates, Stephen iGwyri.n; Sir. Al- 
fred Mond, Almeric Pagetj Sn Gilbert Par- 
ker, Sir Herbert Raphael, ;;l'htlipiSnowden, 
Edward Wood andC.-A. Montague Barlow. 

The increase of the hatibrial collections 
and the securing for- the. galleries and mu- 
seums greater opportunities of purchasing 
pictures and other works of art are ques- 
tions which will be before the committee. 
Questions of public interest, such as the dec- 
oration of parks and the erection of public 
buildings or monuments, would likewise be 
passed on by this body. 

The proposed committee would consist of 
a Minister of Art having a seat in the 
House, who would be an appointive officer, 
and eighteen paid members as a standing 
committee, with the permanent secretary of 
ministry as chairman. The committee would 
embrace architects, painters, sculptors, de- 
signers, an antiquary, and representatives of 
music, literature and the drama, together 
with representatives of the Office of Works, 
the Local Government Board, the Board of 
Education, the Board of Trade (exhibition 
branch) and the Treasury. 



MR. FRIEDSAM'S LEGACY. 

The entire interest of Michael Friedsam, 
the residuary legatee of Mr. Benjamin Alt- 
man has not been estimated, but the specific 
bequests to him are the library of Mr. Alt- 
man, valued at $2,049; household effects, 
$2,443; bequests which have lapsed due to 
failure to fulfill conditions of will, $60,000, 
and paintings, $114,000.

C. P. TAFT'S $3,000,000 ART GIFT? 

A despatch from Cincinnati under date 
of July 25 said that city was to receive as a 
public jsift to the Art Museum the collec- 
tion of paintings owned by Charles P. Taft 
and his wife, valued at from $1,500,000 to 
$3,000,000 according to the belief of the 
Hamilton county 'tax assessorBr 

Mrs. Taft in makin.s: her personal tax 
return for 1914 savs "books, pictures and 
paintino-s" in her oossession are valued at 
$300,000. Her husband lists his art collec- 
tion at $2,500. The low estimates are sup- 
porsed to be indicative of the proposed gifts 
being excluded. 

The Taft collection is said to be the finest 
in the West and embraces oaintin.es by 
Rembrandt, Frans^ Hals, Hobbema, Hopp- 
ner, Reynolds, Gainsborough and Raeburn. 
There are also rare Chinese porcelains. 

MR. KAHN BUYS CUBIST WORK. 

Mr. Otto H. Kahn of New York was the 
purchaser of Matisse's large canvas of a 
contorted, reclining nude female at the re- 
cent sale, in Paris, of Leo Stein's cubistic 
collection. 



MILO VENUS RIVAL. 

The Venus de Milo in the Louvre, now 
has a rival, it is said. While excavations 
were in progress recently at Grenna (the 
site of ancient Cyrene), in northern Africa, 
a beautiful statue of Venus was unearthed 
near the fountain of Apollo. 

Authorities who have viewed this find con- 
sider it a work of art approaching as near 
perfection as the statue which has been the 
chef-d'oeuvre of the Louvre for nearly a 
century. "Some indeed say that it is a better 
example of the ancient sculptor's art. 

The newly discovered, ..Venus-r-witliout. 
head as well as arms — dates from the first 
half of the fourth century and does not ap- 
pear, like her sister, to have been inspired 
by the ideals of the school of Praxiteles. 
She is a Venus leaving the surf, while the 
Venus de Milo is a Venus victrix. 



AGNEWS BUY GREAT ROMNEY. 

Lord De Saumarez has sold his Romney 
portrait of Mrs. Penelope Lee Acton, for 
about £45,000 to Thomas Agnew and Sons, 
of London. 

Mr. Lockett Agnew, chief partner of the 
firm, said to a correspondent: "The picture, 
which is covered with a lot of surface dirt, 
is now being cleaned. I cannot say any- 
thing about the ultimate destination of the 
picture. Whether it remains in England, or 
i'oes to America, is a matter for the future 
to decide: ■ It 4s a superb picture, represent- 
ing Mrs. Lee' Acton in a white dress, stand- 
ing in a landscape; and Messrs. Humphrey- 
Ward and W. Roberts, in their 'Catalog 
Raisonne' of Romney's works, refer" to the 
picture as one of the most beautiful of 
Romney's full lengths." 



MacMONNIES CITY HALL FOUNTAIN 

The City of New York has at last received 
from the Sculptor Frederick MacMonnies, 
the plaster model for the Augusta Crane Me- 
morial Fountain which is to be erected in 
City Hall Park. The sculptor says, "The sub- 
ject I have chosen for the fountain is Civic 
Virtue, consisting of an allegorical group 
and a series of basins, the principal one sup- 
ported by American mountain lions. The 
qualities of Civic Virtue, Justice, Order, 
Beauty and Peace are to be suggested by a 
young man armed with a sword and repre- 
se.tifed as having caught the Siren Vice in 
her own nets." Mrs. Crane left a bequest of 
$53,439 for the fountain which the city in- 
creased to $60,000.

M. Jacques Seligmann the well known 
Parisian antiquary has sold to the Min- 
neapolis Society of Fine Arts a remarkable 
and very handsome stone statue of the 14th 
century school of Normandy which is re- 
produced on this page. The Virgen who is 
shown standing and holding the sacred Child 
on her left arm has a face which it quite re- 
markable for its benign expression and the 
modelling of the draperies is notably fine. 
The figures are over life size. The statue 
comes from the town of Yvetot near Rouen 
in Normandy. 



BUY MURRAY-SCOTT PICTURES. 

The firm of M. Knoedler & Co., of 556 
Fifth Ave.-, have purchased from M. Jacques 
Seligmann the majority of the few pictures 
in the collection of Sir Charles Murray 
Scott, which that gentleman recently se- 
cured with the rest of the art treasures in 
Paris from Lady Sackville. The pictures 
will be brought to New York 



DID ABBEY PAINTING. 

Ernest Board, of Bristol, England, claims 
to have painted "The Reading of the Dec- 
laration of Independence," which adorns a 
wall of the Pennsylvania House of Repre- 
sentative, from a design by the late Edwin 
Rustin Abbey, to whom was given the con- 
tract to decorate the hall of the House, and 
has written asking that he receive proper 
credit for the work. 

Mr. Board wrote that he had seen a copy 
of a book entitled ."A Description of the 
Capitol at Harrisburg, Pa.," which says: 

"This painting was planned by Mr. Abbey, 
and was unfinished at the time of his death 
and was completed in his studio." Mr. 
Board savs further: "Mr. Abbey died and 
left behind him a sketch design in oils (about 
six or seven feet by three feet) for the final 
panel. Some time after his death, I, as an 
old assistant of his, on some of the other 
panels, was commissioned to paint the final 
panel from his design. This I did. Before 
dispatching the work I signed it as being 
painted by myself from the design of Mr. 
Abbey. This may be verified by examining 
the right-hand bottom corner of the panel, 
unless it has been cut away or erased by 
some one." 

Officials examined the pictui-e and found 
Board's name and the statement that the 
picture was painted after a design by Mr. 
Abbey. 

PURCHASED KNIGHT DR.A WINGS. 

.Director John W-v B.eatty. of. the;, Depart- , 
ment of Fine Arts, Carnegie institute, an-_ 
nounces.the purchase of four- drawings by 
Laura Knight who is one of the most pop- 
ular of the English artists who exhibit in the 
annual exhibitions. She and her husband, 
Harold Knight, had a special exhibition in 
the Carnegie Institute last Winter. Two of 
the drawings are in watercolor, "Les Syl- 
phides" and the "Death of the Swan," and 
the other two drawings .also _from the 
"Death of the. Swan" series are executed 
in pencil. This series is a study of some 
of Anna Pavlowa's dances.

FINE DESIGNS BY WREN FOUND. 

Remarkable discoveries haye been, made 
in Cardinal Woolsey's lodgings at Hamp- 
ton Court, near London, recently. The 
coverings were removed from the walls and 
ceilings and underneath were found orna- 
mental cornices and ceilings designed by 
Sir Christopher Wren. All were in per- 
fect condition. 



NO PITTSBURGH SHOW NEXT YEAR. 

Mr. John W. Beatty, Director of the De- 
partment of Fine Arts, Carnegie Institute, 
announces that there will be no Internation- 
al Exhibition at Pittsburgh, in the Spring 
of 1915. This course was decided upon by 
the Fine Arts Committee some time ago as 
wise and patriotic, being taken in view of 
the fact that the government will present an 
international exhibition of paintings at the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition. 
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DUVEENS LEAVE LONDON. 

"England is still the country in which ait 
treasures are to be bought, but they are sold 
nowadays chiefly in France and America. 
Those who have watched la haute finance of 
art are well aware that this is a painful fact. 
It is shortly to be illustrated in a remark- 
able way. For some time past it has been 
known that the partners in the firm of 
Duveen Brothers have frequently been en- 
tirely absent from their London headquart- 
ers in Old Bond Street, some being in their 
Paris house and others in New York, where 
the volume of their sales were being trans- 
acted. 

*'It was becoming increasingly evident 
that the firm's huge premises in London 
had not only ceased to be a gallery and mu- 
seum for the exhibition of famous pictures 
and works of art — annexed from historic 
collections — to a select coterie of purchas- 
ers, but had even ceased to be a clearing 
house. In short, 21, Old Bond Street, had 
become merely an address, and a very ex- 
pensive address at that. 

After careful and prolonged deliberation. 
Duveen Brothers have definitely decided to 
evacu'ate their Bond Street premises for the 
time being, and to concentrate themselves 
for selling purposes in Paris and New York. 
The Duveens* Attack. 

*'Yet this strategic change of plan will by 
no means reduce their energies, as a Paris 
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and New York firm, from being an attack- 
ing force. Those who are taking seriously 
to heart the depletion of the country's art 
resources will still have to reckon with 
the house of Duveen as invaders, as Ger- 
many and France had to reckon with 
them some years ago. 

For it was from London that the Duveens 
directed the attack on Berlin in 1906, when 
they captured the Hainauer collection for a 
quarter of a million. And it was also from 
London that they sent their emissaries to 
Paris to win the magnificent Rodolphe Kann 
million pound segregation of treasure in 
the following year. The subsequent dis- 
persal to Continental and American collect- 
ors was effected in the Kann palace itself. 
Paris and New York. 

"It was this unique annexation which de- 
termined the Duveens to set up an art house 
in Paris, so that by the time the Maurice 
Kann Gallery was ready to be picked, they 
were established on the spot in the Place 
Vendome. In 1909 they accordingly took 
the cream oft this collection at about half 
a million sterling. 

For many years previously the house had 
been represented in New York by Mr. 
Henry J. Duveen, ''the Porcelain King," 
who had been the active agent in the forma- 
tion of such celebrated collections of 
Chinese porcelain, as the Garland, Taft, 
Morgan and Altman. In fact, he and his 
elder- brother, the late Sir Joseph Duveen, 
Confined their energies to the collecting and 
dispersing of rare porcelain, furniture, 
tapestries, and objets d'art. Only in recent 
years has the firm conquered the field of 
pictures, although a foretaste was given in 
1901, when they gave 14,050gns for Hopp- 
ner's "Louisa Lady Manners," the highest 
price at a public auction for a picture up to 
that time. Since then the sale records, x:on- 
sequent on the advent of Mr. Henry Duveen 
and his courageous nephews, Mr. Joseph 
and Mr. Louis Duveen, have been dazzling. 
The Duveen Romance. 

"The history of the house is a romance of 
odventurous enterprise. Nearly fifty years 
ago the late Sir Joseph Duveen landed in 
Hull possessing little except determination 
and knowledge. From the smallest of be- 
ginnings he established himself in a success- 
ful business of antiques, porcelain, furniture 
and tapestries. The house in which he first 
made a success was pulled down when the 
new Hull City Art Gallery was built, and to 
commemorate this association his son 
Joseph afterwards gave to the gallery the 
picture of "The Good Samaritan," by 
Edward Stott. In 1880 he came to London, 
and after being some years in Oxford Street 
went to Bond Street. Since 1877 his brother 
Henrjr ha4^ b,e;^n; witli him as.-thfr pioneer of^ 
the house's fortunes in New York. By their 
combined activities extraordinary success 
was won in Europe and America. 

The late Sir Joseph Duveen will be re- 
membered as an art benefactor. In 1906 
he presented to the Tate Gallery the 
Sargent portrait of "Miss Ellen Terry as 
Lady Macbeth," and subsequently endowed 
this institution with funds (supplemented 
by his son Joseph after his death) to erect 
the magnificent Turner Galleries at Mill- 
bank. In the purchase for the nation of the 
"Rokeby Velasquez" and other pictures the 
firm of Duveen were generous helpers. The 
youngest member, Mr. Ernest Duveen, has 
lately been conspicuous as an active and 
beneficent promoter of the new club in 
Paris for young Englishmen connected with 
French business houses. — London Tele- 
graph. 
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A CORONATION TAPESTRY. 

I A tapestry valued at $10,000 was recently 
'. finished at the weaving factory established 
by the late William Morris at Merton Ab- 
bey, Surrey. The subject is the coronation 
of King George V. 

The design is from a cartoon by J. Bern- 
ard Partridge, which appeared in Punch. 
The King is represented standing on a dais, 
receiving from the four Virtues — Peace, 
Wisdom, Fortitude, and Justice— his shield, 
helmet, sword and spear. His right hand 
rests on a charter, and behind is a canopy 
decorated with the arms of the principal 
colonies. Along the top border runs an in- 
scription: "Georgius V. Rex Et Imperator 
Armis Induitur. A. D. X. Kal-Tul 
MCMXI." 

The panel measures 11 feet high by 14 
feet wide, and took two years to complete. 

It is said that there is a movement for the 
presentation of the work to the House ot 
Lords. 
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TRIED TO STEAL OLD MASTERS. 

An attempt was made last month by Ig- 
nadio Martinez, a young Mexican painter, 
recently returned from Europe, to steal 
froni the San Carlos Fine Arts School, of 
Mexico City, several of its most valuable 
paintings, among them four A/[uril]os, esti- 
mated to be worth about $3,000,000. 

Martinez was captured before he could 
leave the school. He said he intended to 
take the pictures to New York or Europe to 
sell them. 



THE SANGIORGI GALLERY. 

Rome, August 6, 1914. j 

In the Palazzo Borghese, begun in the 
16th and finished in the 17th centuries by 
order of Paul V, through whom it came into 
the Borghese famil}^ — on the ground floor — 
formerl}^ containing the celebrated collec- 
tion of pictures (now in the Villa Borghese) 
the Sangiorgi Gallery is installed. This gal- 
lery, although only founded in 1892, is now 
one of the most important in the world. The j 
secret of its rapid success lies not only in 
its rich collections of pictures, marbles, tap- 
estries, ivories, laces, bronzes, arms, terra 
cottas, enamels and porcelains, but in that 
it also seeks to sell at moderate prices and 
that one can rely upon its statement with re- 
gard to the authenticity of the objects of- 
fered. 

The gallery is composed of an admirable 
suite of rooms, all splendidly decorated by 
the best artists of the time in the style of the 
XVII century. Particularly striking is the 
first room — in grisaille and gold — the walls 
of which are covered with Cupids by Giro 
Ferri alternating with wreaths of flowers 
by Mario di Fiori. The ceiling is also very 
fine, being inlaid with medallions of stucco 
aepicting Biblical scenes. Here are also 
four Saxes vases of the period of Louis XV 
representing the four elernents: earth, air, 
water and fire, most unique design and 
execution. Further on is "The Music Hall," 
— what more fitting setting for the beautiful 
Contessi and Marchese dancing to the rhyth- 
mic music of the Turlana. 

The central room represents "The 
Triumph of the Arts and Sciences" and is 
also very fine. The gallery is rich in tapes- 
tries. I noted a very beautiful Bavarian 
tapestry, XVII century with a design of 
birds and fruit united by large decorative 
leaves in green, cream and blue (originally 
from Munich). Still another a Bavarian 
XVII century, with a black background, is 
very rare. Here, instead of a flowing design, 
are bunches of flowers, placed perpendicu- 
larly. On reaching the top this is arrested by 
a pendant garland of flowers and fruit, at the 
bottom two paroquets finish the design. The 
"Discovery of America," Flemish, hui of 
French design of the XVII century, is very 
unusual. Still another Flemish one, the de- 
sign also French, by Charles Le Brun, is 
"The Death of Melaguro." Here the threads 
are of gold and silver outlining the high 
lights. The only other of this subject is in 
Versailles. Another of the end of the XVII 
century, but English, Mortlake is a coun- 
try scene, where they are gathering fruit. 
This has a rich border of fruit and flowers. 
ILThe_ epi,SQiie_oi„TpbjasI',j.s beautiful. 

Among 'the furniture I noted a set, 
sofa and armchairs, in "Petit Point." The 
effect is of fine silk tapestry. The subject 
shows two ladies-in-waiting, lighting a fire 
and offering fruit — a very rare specimen. 
Another set of Aubusson is of cream and 
mauve color, with the coat-of-arms of the 
Albani family in the center, and on " each 
side a renaissance design of leaves- and 
flowers, but used in the reign of Louis XIV. 

A Venetian ^writing desk is of the 18th 
century transition period between Louis 
XIV and XV, with small polychrome me- 
dallions of Chinese subjects. This comes 
from the Borromeo collection of Milan. 
There is also a Venetian cabinet Louis XIV 
with medallions of figures in Venetian cos- 
tumes on green ground and a cabinet 
lacquer 18th century formerly belonging to 
the Duchess D'Aosta. A lacquer toilette table 
in vermilion and gold, with a drawer for 
iewels, Louis XIV, also belonged to the 
Duchess of Aosta. 

^ An old spinet, a Vernis Martin of Vene- 
tian design is very rich in tone. The 
main motive of decoration is "Venus in the 
Ocean Surrounded by Her Sirens," while on 
the outside are old Roman ruins. A frieze 
of cupids finishes the design both in and 
outside. A wonderful Venetian mirror of 
the 18th century with engraved medal- 
lions and female figures alternating has 
ornaments carved in gilt decorated with the 
Pallavicino coat-of-arms. 

One also finds in the gallery a rich collec- 
tion of ivories. Most notable are a "Venus 
with Dolphin," 16th century, said by Dr. 
Bode to be better than the. one in the Berlin 
National Gallery; a diptytch, Lombardo, 
14th century, and a "Bronze of St. Sebas- 
tian,"^ by Lorenzo di Pietro, 15th century. 

This gallery can boast rare collections of 
velvets, Murano glass of all periods, colors 
and shapes, old snuflf-boxes. several of the 
l^apoleonic period, old clocks, columns of 
porphyry and diaspen and carpets. Of the 
latter particularly noticeable is a carpet of 
the Imoerial manufactory of Indip. 16th cen- 
tury, all of silk and unique. Of primitive 
majolicas the best specimens are of the an- 
cient manufactories of Deruta. Fienza and 
Caffaggiolo. 

Among the paintings. I w^ould mention a 
"Madonna." by Botticelli: "San Bernardino." 
by Sano^ di Pietro: "Madonna." bv Loronzo 
di Credi and a "Madonna," by Sebastiano 
Minardi. '

NOT TO DOUBLE THE FEES. 

All who intend to visit Italy will be glad 
to hear that the bill before Parliament 
which practically doubles the admission 
fees to all the Italian art galleries and his- 
torical edifices has been shelved. Most 
probably it will not be introduced again 
when Parliament reconvenes in November. 

Those who framed the bill urged that 
with augmented admission fees higher sal- 
aries could be paid to the custodians. These 
men are so poorly paid now, that some of 
them are easily approached by the thieves 
who steal art objects. Signor Ugo Ojetti, 
the well-known art critic, said to a corres- 
pondent that the passage of the bill, in its 
present form, would not only result in a 
diminution of reenue, but would produce a 
most disastrous impression abroad. 



Congress for Art Education. 

The fifth international congress for art 
education, drawing, and art applied to in- 
dustries, will be held, if war permits, in 
Paris during the Summer of 1916 at the in- 
vitation of the French Government. The 
American committee is divided in four sec- 
tions representing the east south, middle 
west and west. Augustus F. Rose of Pro^ 
vidence, R. I., Emma F. Church of Chicago, 
111., Ellsworth Woodward of New Orleans, 
La., and A. B. Clark of Palo Alto, Cal., are 
chairman of the sub-committees.. A federal 
appropriation will be sought. 



SLASHES CARLYLE PORTRAIT. 

In retaliation for the" rearrest of Mrs. Em- 
meline Pankhurst, a militant suffragette on 
July 17 slashed with a butcher's cleaver the 
portrait of Thomas Carlyle, the Scottish his- 
torian, painted by Sir John Millais and 
hanging in the National Portrait Gallery. 
The woman was arrested after a severe 
struggle. At the station she gave her name 
as Anne Hunt. 
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A GREAT ART COLLECTION. 
Camondo Pictures in Louvre. 

Paris, August 5, 1914. 

The collection bequeathed to the Louvre 
by the Late Count Isaac de Camondo has 
been placed in a suite of rooms above those 
in w^hich are the pictures of the French pri- 
mitive school and, as it is on an upper floor, 
a "lift" has been installed for the use of 
visitors. M. Leprieur has been occupied 
for a long time in arranging the pictures 
and other art vv^orks and his arrangement 
is brilliantly successful, showing great dis- 
cretion and perfect taste. No collection 
could possibly be shown to greated advan- 
tage. 

On the staircase by which the public has 
access to the Camondo collection are hung 
some of the many beautiful Chinese paint- 
ings and the first room is hung with a selec- 
tion of the superb collections of Japanese 
prints, one of the finest in existence. As 
the prints would be ruined if they remained 
exposed to a strong light for more than a 
short time, they will be frequently changed 
and thus the whole collection will be seen 
by instalments. In the same room as the 
prints are various Oriental art works, many 
of them of great beauty. 

Sculptures of the Renaissance. 

Near at hand are the sculptures and other 
art works of the Italian renaissance. It is 
impossible here to give an adequate account 
of them, but I must mention a magnificent 
bronze statue of a man on horseback of the 
Northern Italian XV. century school. The 
most valuable part of the collection to the 
Louvre is the wonderful series of modern 
paintings, pastels and drawings, which was 
the glory of M. De Camondo's flat in the 
Avenue des Champs Elysees, because it 
adds to the museum examples of artists 
hitherto unrepresented or not fully repre- 
sented. And what examples many of them 
are! There cannot be such another collec- 
tion of Degas in the world and the Manets are 
superb, not to mention the numerous other 
great artists who are to be seen here 
at their best. M. Leprieur, the Keeper 
of Pictures, after several experiments 
chose for the walls a hanging of a 
neutral grey tint, which shows up the pic- 
tures to perfection; it suits equally well 
those which are bright in color and those 
vv'hich are dark. Degas, who has up to now 
been so inadequately represented in the 
Luxembourg and of whom the State, to its 
shame, has never bought a single work, 
now has the glory, thanks to M. De Ca- 
mondo, of entering the Louvre in his life- 
time and Claude Monet and Renoir share 
it with him. Unfortunately the three or 
four examples of Renoir are not very good 
ones and do not do justice to that great 
artist. But there is a picture of Argenteuil 
and the Seine by Claude Monet, which is one 
of his masterpieces; never has he been more 
wonderfully luminous. Above it hangs a 
very beautiful example of Monet's sea-paint- 
ing and among the many other pictures by 
Monet are several of great beauty. 

Works by Degas. 

As for the works of Degas, they beggar 
description; and must be seen to be appre- 
ciated. Here is nearly the whole career of 
the painter, and at any rate the best part of 
his career, for every period is represented 
from 1872, when he was 38, down to his 
latest pastels, not, alas! of quite recent 
years, for he has been unable to paint for 
some years past, owing to the failure of his 
sight. Of the year 1872, there are two pic- 
tures, a remarkable portrait of a woman 
called "La Femme a la potiche," on account 
of the vase on the table at the woman's side, 
and an exquisite painting of the dancers' 
greenroom in the old Paris Opera house, 
which was burned down soon after the pic- 
ture was painted. Profoundly interesting 
on account of its great difference from 
Degas' later manner, the latter picture 
shows how truly Degas may be called a 
disciple of Ingres. Undoubtedly the later 
work of Degas is much greater in the mar- 
vellous effect produced by the most simple 
means, but this minutely painted picture, in 
which the details are as elaborate as in a 
Dutch picture of the 17th century, shows al- 
ready the great master of line. 

It is difficult to choose among the twenty- 
five or more examples of Degas in the col- 
lection; there is the wonderful "Absinthe," 
a wretched-looking man and woman at a 
cafe table, so well-known by reproduction; 
the equally wonderful pastel called "The 
Dancer with the Bouquet," a masterly study 
of movement superb in color, and several 
other pictures of the ballet, including that 
of the dancing class at the Opera, that 
called "Fin d'Arabesque" aiid the very fine 
paintings of the rehearsal of a ballet on the 
stage, which, although entirely in a brown 
tint, is unmistakably the work of a great 
colorist. Then there are two admirable ex- 
amples of race-course scenes, a late pastel 



of a woman in her tub which is as fine as 
anything that Degas has given us. a study 
Oi tlie head of a woman in three positions 
and many others that it is impossible to 
mention. I have forgotten one of the early 
pictures, the famous "Chiropodist" painted 
in .1873. If there were nothing in the 
Camondo collection but the works by Degas, 
it would be a bequest of inestimable. value. 
Portraits by ManeL 
The pictures by Manet (of whom there is 
also one very fine drawing) are less numer- 
ous than those of Degas but not less impor- 
tant. They include four portraits, all mas- 
terpieces, and an extremely interesting pic- 
ture of the port of Boulogne as well as still- 
lifes and flower oictures. Cezanne is rep- 
resented by a landscape, "La Maison du 
pendu," which is one of his finest paintings, 
by an important still-life and other works, 
including a beautiful painting of flowers. 
Never have I seen Jongkind and Sisley to 
such advantage; the watercolors by Jong- 
kind _ are admirable and there are some 
paintings by Sisley, so much superior to 
what one usually sees of his work that they 
almost make it necessary to revise one's 
judgment of him as an artist. There is only 
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PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, August 6, 1914. 

Thougli the war has naturally usurped 
nearly all interest there are still matters of 
art which attract some attention. The 
American artists in France, and scattered 
over the Continent, have naturally had their 
summer pamtiiT^- somewhat interrupted, and 
have to be careful of what sort of subjects 
they chose to paint or draw. Naturally all 
is speculation as to plans for exhibitions in 
the more or less near future. The art deal- 
ers, as well as the artists, are feeling sharply 
the efl'ects of the military operations. 

It was most encouraging to note that this 
year the Academy of Fine Arts has awarded 
to Albert Ferran, an American, the Grand 
Prix de Rome for Architecture. He was 
born at San Francisco in 1886, and is a pu- 
pil of M. Laloux. An interesting exhibition 
is that being held at the Musee Galliera this 
year, which is devoted to statuettes and con- 
tains, besides modern works, examples of 
the Renaissance and the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies.

one example of Toulouse-Lautrec, but it 
could not be a better one, and only one of 
Van Gogh, a characteristic painting of 
flowers. The Corots, few in number,' in- 
clude an exquisite figure picture, a woman 
seated at an easel, called "The Studio," and 
Delacroix is also among the artists repre- 
sented in the collection. 

It is a great joy to see ?^Ianet at last 
adequately represented in the Louvre for, 
with the "Olympia," the "Dejeuner sur 
I'herbe" and the other Manets of the 
Moreau-Nelaton collection, he really is now 
adequately represented, and to see Degas 
and even Van Gogh received the recognition 
that was their due. 

Little space remains to speak of the 
rooms devoted to the 18th century, the 
arrangement of which is ver}^ beautiful. 
There is some very fine furniture, a few 
but choice specimens of porcelains, some 
beautiful tapestries, a fine portrait in pastel 
of a man attributed to Perronneau and, 
among other objects, the famous "Three 
Graces" clock attributed to Falconet, for 
which an American collector is said to have 
offered M. de Camondo $200,000. The 
drawings of the 18th century include a 
Watteau of the finest quality and some ex- 
cellent examples of Gabriel de Saint-Aubin.

OPPENHEIM CATALOGUES. 

The world wide interest aroused by the 
announced auction at Rudolph Lepke's, in 
Berlin, On October 27th, 28th and 29th, of 
the famous collection of oils and art objects 
of the late Baron Albert Oppenheim of Co- 
logne, gives an unusual interest to the hand- 
some catalogues which have just been re- 
ceived at The Art News office, where they 
may be examined. There are two illustra- 
ted catalogues of the paintings, one of me- 
dium size and the other de luxe, with very 
handsome plates. Both of these, besides the 
brief descriptions and pedigrees of the pic- 
tures, have an illuminative introductory 
comment by Dr. VVilhelr on Bode, which 
is published in German, ' English and 
French. 

The frontispiece of both editions is a 
most interesting crayon portrait of the col- 
lector by Theodore Schuler. The exhibi- 
tion of the works in Berlin during the week 
beginning October 20th will attract much 
attention if the war does not entirely inter- 
fere with the present plans. The forty-four 
paintings include examples of Berchem, 
Bruyn, Christus, Coques, David, Van Dyck, 
Fyt, De Gelder, Hals, Hobbema, Holbein or 
as Dr. Bode thinks Benson, De Hooch, De 
Keyser, Matsys, Van der Neer, Netscher, 
Van Ostade, Potter, Rembrandt, Rubens, 
Ruysdael, Snyders, Steen, Teniers, Ter- 
borch, Velasquez, Versponck and De Witte. 
Witte. 

The catalogue de luxe of thr art objects 
gives a very full idea with its illustrations 
of the remarkable gathering made by Baron 
Oppenheim which numbers 276 examples, all 
chosen apparently with great knowledge as 
well as much taste. Here the catalogue has 
been made by Otto von Falke. This part 
of the collection, which includes the fam- 
ous series of jugs and rare objects of Rhen- 
ish ceramic art and that of South Germany, 
was placed on view on July 15th in the 
Municipal Industrial Art Museum of 
Cologne. 



ORIENTAL ART SHOW. 

Mr. Dikran G. Kelekian, the well-known 
Parisian Antiquiare, has loaned from his fa- 
mous private collection of Oriental art, a 
number of specially selected choice objects, 
rugs and hangings, to an exhibition which 
he has arranged in large upper Galleries in 
the Musee des Arts Decoratifs in the Lou- 
vre. Mr. Kelekian has also secured for the 
exhibition several fine pieces and hangings 
from private collectors, so that the exhibi- 
tion as a whole is one of the most beautiful 
of its kind ever held in Paris. Especially 
notable are the early Chinese potteries, from 
the Han to Sung periods inclusive, the su- 
perb early Persian rugs and hangings, and 
the examples of Reflet Metalique and other 
early Persian and Bab34onian wares. There 
are some especially fine Hispano-Moresque 
pieces, and altogether the display is worthy 
the attention of all lovers of early Oriental 
art.

THE WAR AND ART. 

It is too early, as yet, of course, to 
predict or estimate on the effect of the 
great European war now raging — that 
dire event, which the entire civilized 
world has feared and which it has 
hoped against hope would not occur — 
up'on the art world. In these United 
States, the period of prosperity, pre- 
dicted as a result of Europe's need of 
our food and other supplies, may or 



may not eventuate, but in the end, any 
great war diminishes the world's re- 
sources, especially of capital, and is 
not advantageous to any nation. 

We had looked forward to an art 
season to open in the Autumn, of far 
better promise and fulfilment than 
those of the last three years, but this 
hope must now be indulged in with 
moderation. 



OBITUARY. 



YOUNG ART BUYERS SPRING UP 
EVERY YEAR. 

The American Art News in its last num- 
ber quotes from the "Boston Transcript" 
some remarks about the threatened decline 
of art buying owing to the death of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan,. Altman and Hearn, and the 
failure of the younger generation to keep up 
the tradition set by such men. 

The "Transcript" article goes op. to say: 
•'But the rock ahead for tne art aeaiers, 
they are finding out, is that Morgan's con- 
temporaries are aged men and soon to fol- 
low him. More than that, the next gen- 
eration shows no sign generally of partak- 
ing in their sires' love of paintings, bronzes 
and porcelains, taking rather to sports and 
more money, where, as is usually the case 
nowadays, they are not fully occupied in 
holding on to what they have inherited. 
Formerly a tip to any well-to-do collector, 
sent by the dealer confidentially and be- 
times, would bring him, hotfoot and eager, 
to see the newest treasure in stock. For 
the last year or so notes sent to sons of 
famous buyers bring either no reply at all 
or some bitter sarcasm touching on their 
missing dividends or their impending in- 
come tax. Sagacious dealers see nothing 
for it but a 'readjustment' of the prices of 
art treasures, in which the inherited collec- 
tions will have to bear their share unless 
they help sustain the market by liberal buy- 
ing." ^ 

"This may apply to Boston, but it does 
not represent conditions in New York. The 
dealers and art auction firms find that the 
crop of new collectors is springing up all 
the time. Only a fortnight ago New York- 
ers generally learned of the large and beau- 
tiful collections of art objects presented to 
them through the will of John L. Cad- 
walader, who was not known to the public 
at large as a collector at all. The art tradi- 
tions in the Vanderbilt family are in the 
hands, of Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney, who 
is not only a working sculptor, but also a 
catholic and generous patron of art, and 
in those of Cornelius Vanderbilt, to whom 
his uncle, George W. Vanderbilt, left the 
famous Vanderbilt collection of paintings. 
Mrs. Payne Whitney is an avid collector of 
paintings and drawings and other art ob- 
jects. 

Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., is a per- 
sistent collector, and so are Mrs. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Sr., Mrs. C. B. Alexander, Mrs. 
Ogden Mills, Mrs. E. H. Harriman and 
her daughter, Mrs. C. C. Rumsey.

Prof. F. W. Hooper. 

Prof. Franklin W. Hooper, Director of 
the Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences 
for the last twenty-five years, died August 
1 at his Summer home in Walpole, N. H. 
Prof. Hooper was born in Walpole, and was 
in his sixty-fourth year. He received his 
early education at the public school, at the 
Antioch College Preparatory School in 
Ohio, and at Harvard. 

During the latter part of 1875 and all of 
1876 he served on an expedition of the 
Smithsonian Institution which was making 
an investigation of the Florida Keys. 

At the end of 1876 Prof. Hooper became 
Principal of the Keene High School in New 
Hampshire, and in 1880 went to Brooklyn 
as Professor of Chemistry and Geology at 
the Adelphi Academy. In 1889 Prof. Hoop- 
er became Director of the Brooklyn Insti- 
tute. In addition to this he was a Trustee 
of the Brooklyn Art Association, Trustee of 
the Brooklyn Public Library from 1895 un- 
til 1901, and a Trustee of Antioch College 
since 1898, being Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees from 1902 until 1906. 

Prof. Hooper was a Director and Treas- 
urer of the New England Society of Brook- 
lyn from 1892 until 1901, and also served on 
the old Brooklyn Board of Education. He 
was a Fellow of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, a member 
.of the National Geographic Society, of the 
Oriental Society, and of the Hamilton, Uni- 
versity, Montauk, Unity and Harvard Clubs. 

Prof. Hooper married Miss Martha S. 
Holden, the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
S. Holden. He is survived by his widow, a 
daughter, Mrs. W. F. Eastman, and a son, 
Franklin Dana Hooper. 



Samuel G. W. Benjamin. 

Samuel G. W. Benjamin, first United 
States Minister to Persia, author and artist, 
died July 20 at his home in Bui;lington, Vt. 
He was born in Argos, Greece, in 1837, the 
son of a missionary. He attended English 
College, Smyrna, and was graduated from 
Williams College. He was appointed Min- 
ister to Persia in 1883 and served until 1885. 
He was vice-president of the Society of 
American Authors, a member of the Sons of 
the Revolution, Phi Beta Kappa, the Boston 
Art Club, the American Free Art League, 
the National Geographic Society, the Ameri- 
can Forestry Association, the Society of 
Colonial Wars, the Navy League of the 
United States and the Authors Club of Lon- 
don. Mr. Benjamin was the author of rnany 
poems and of books of art, iiicluding "Con- 
temporary Art in Europe." He was long a 
resident of New York City, of a most genial 
nature and will be much regretted by many 
friends. 



AMONG THE DEALERS. 

It was Mr. F. Kleinberger ol Jraris and 
New York who sold the very remarkable 
Fra Angelico "Madonna and Child with 
Angels, Saints and a Donor," to Mrs. W.

Karl Koepping. 

One of the masters of modern etching, and 
the most eminent of reproductive etchers in 
tlie world, Karl Koepping died late in July, 
in his sixty-eighth year, at Berlin. His repu- 
tation had been made chiefly in Paris, where 
he made a specialty of reproducing the works 
of Rembrandt and Frans Hals, particularly 
their portraits. Koepping also was a mural 
decorator, and he executed also works in 
glass in the style of the ancient Venetians, 



WARD ON AMERICAN ART. 

"Most American painters," writes Hum- 
phry Ward, art critic of the London Times 
in commenting on the show of American 
art at Shepherds Bush, London, are ambi- 
tious to paint up to the Paris standard. 
Most of them also do paint up to it, but the 
result is that an exhibition of American 
pictures is apt to look like a collection of 
works of prize students. 

"There is not one utterly inept picture 
in the American section for ten in the 
British, but when we look for signs of 
American art we do not find them. 

"When we remember Whistler we are 
inclined to think that delicacy may be a 
real peculiarity of American art. He ot 
course, is the greatest of American painters, 
as P.Qe.,is„of:Aj^erican. poets, .^nd„both/.giYe 
us something exquisitely slight and fastidi- 
ous. Both only hint at, what most poets 
or painters express and carry their art a 
little further than any one else upon the 
basis of assumptions. 

"It is the same, too, with Henry James, 
and we may expect that American painting 
will find itself, when it has learned to take 
the whole art of Europe for granted and 
when the ffreat Italians and Velasquez and 
the great Frenchmen have all sunk into its 
subconsciousness as the poetry of England 
had sunk into the subconsciousness of Poe, 
when he wrote 'The Sleeper.* 

"It is not likelv that America will pro- 
duce Manets or Gaueuins or Van de Goghs, 
but it may produce more Whistlers in a 
delicate and fastidious reaction against the 
matter-of-factness of its own national 
spectacle." 



MUNICH LETTER. 

Munich, Aug. 5, 1914. 

"Since the advent to the throne of Bavaria 
of King Louis III," says the Paris "Herald," 
"there has been opened to the public a 
charming room of the Residence Palace, 
decorated in the middle of the eighteenth 
century with carved woodwork and stucco 
in white and gold by Frangois Cuvillier, a 
Frenchman. This rocm contains, shown in 
glass cases or on consoles forming part of 
the wooden decorations, groups, figures and 
other products of the manufacturies 'of 
Nymphembourg, Frankenthal, Meissen, 
Vienna and also some plates in old China 
and Japan. 

"Among the Meissen groups there are two 
really remarkable, called "Crinolines," by 
Kandler. One, ''The Lovers at the Clave- 
gin," represents August the Strong and the 
Countess Kossel exchanging a kiss; the 
other has for title "The Fox at the Spinet," 
and represents a lady seated who listens to 
a- fox- "who ' plays' "On -a • clavecin. T^here is 
also a figure of a lady with a crinoline. I 
will mention further a very large group 
"The Toilet of Venus," in a rocky grove, 
and the "Chinese Kiosk," as well as "The 
Three Graces," "Atlanta and Meleager, in 
Frankenthal; then the large group ot the 
Chinese Emperor in Hoecht porcelain; 
finally "The Old Galant" and personages 
of the Comedie Italienne in the midst of 
a collection of Nyphembourg porcelams. 

A visit to this handsome museum is a 
good preparation for those which amateurs 
never fail to make to the marchands de 
curiosite and antiquaries who are very num-- 
erous here. 

At the Bohler Gallery. 

"M. Julius Bohler has recently made con- 
siderable enlargements to his galleries, at 
No. 12 in the Brenner Strasse, which will 
allow him hereafter to exhibit more ad- 
vantageously some of those chefs d'oeuvre 
of old masters of which he has always a 
most numerous and remarkable selection. 

M. Julius Bohler, who has an establish- 
ment in New York, recently sold to Mr.' 
Willis, of Toledo, an admirable woman's 
portrait by Velasquez. He has at tne 
moment a little male portrait of Franz Hals, 
painted with most perfect harmony in grey 
and blue tones. This little portrait was 
engraved by the son of the artist. By the 
same rnaster, is a face of a laughing child, 
a painting round in shape, similar to those 
of the Oppenheim collection of Cologne. 

M. Julius Bohler has just acquired a very 
rare piece, a jousting casque in gilt ^ iron, 
Venetion fifteenth century work havmj^ me 
perfect shape of a lions head, while co veer- 
ing the battle helmet.' Sir. Laking is pre- 
paring a study of this very curious "heaume" 
which M. Bohler found by chance at a 
Cambridge dealers. 

Of a totally different character I will 
mention a vase, or rather a large pot with 
a cover in old Chinese porcelain, with a 
pebbled blue and white ground, with peach 
blossoms, of which the mounting in chased 
and gilt bronze should be attributed to 
Caffieri. 

A. S. Drey Gallery. 

"Old pictures, objects of art and great 
curiosity, as well as handsome French 
18th century furniture and furnish- 
ings, such are the attractions which are 
offered to amateurs by the vast and hand- 
some galleries that M. A. S. Drey has had 
erected in the Maximilian Platz. 

The Italian renaissance is represented 
here by examples of the first order, marbles, 
bronzes and terra cottas, due to the Lom- 
bardi, the Rosselino, the Augustino di Duc- 
cio, the Robbia and other masters, as well 
as by the faiences of the 15th and 16th cen- 
turies, specimens chosen from the work- 
shops of Gubbio, of Urbino de Faenza and 
others. There are also here very beautiful 
porcelains of Saxony, Germany and Sevres. 

Among the furniture of the 18th. century 
I will mention a charming table bureau of 
rosewood, with chased and gilt, stone stud- 
ded bronze ornaments, of the Louis XV 
epoch, measuring but one metre and fifteen 
centimetres in width, two appliques formed 
of engainee figures of women, each holding 
a two-light branch, of the Louis ^VI 
period, two handsome. armchairs of carved 
wood under, their. , old gilding bearing the 
signature of Jacob, and a very fine bust of 
Bignard, an original plaster of Dafardin of 
which the marble is in the Louvre. This 
bust is placed on a marquetry case of cop- 
per and shell by Boule, which came from 
the collection of Sir John Murray Scott. 

Very fine oictures of masters of different 
schools make the Drey galleries a real 
museum. .

Last week the art sale season closed at 
Christie's, and, following our annual cus- 
tom, we present in tabulated form the chief 
prices of pictures and objets d'art, &c., sold. 
Those who have watched the course of events 
as described from time to time in "The Daily 
Telegraph" will not need to be reminded 
that the art auction season of 1914, com- 
pared with the records of recent years, has 
been of only moderate volume. Let figures 
speak. In 1914 only thirty-seven pictures 
realized l,400gs. or over. Compare this 
number with those of previous years:

Financial unrest throughout the world 
doubtless affected the market. For sorne 
J:irQ,^oP^:st irtr^^as^ibeen'rknowiir^that-'the 'big- 
buyers of art treasures are Americans and 
foreignervS. We have become merely sellers. 
The huge sales of 1912 and 1913 left the 
dealers "full of stock," and although they 
had to buy when important pictures were 
offered, they welcomed the comparative ab- 
sence of big collections. The failure of an 
American professional collector was an ad- 
ditional damper. The chief sale of the years 
was due to another financial debacle. Still, 
the ordinary layman reading the appended 
list of the chief pictures sold will feel that 
4he market possesses much staying power.

LONDON LETTER. 

August 4, 1914. 
A certain section of the Post-Impres- 
sionist Group, who have now adopted the 
title of ^'Vorticists," are responsible for 
th e publicatioji. .th rough. -M-r. t Jobrt > Lane^.of 
a new quarterly entitled ''Blast". . The viru- 
lent pink-cover and the blatant type (most- 
ly in capital letters, as if to insist on the 
importance of each single word of its ut- 
terance!) give some idea of the truculence 
of its contents, although it must be con- 
fessed that in order to comprehend the true 
inwardness of the "Vortici-st" gospel, it 
would be necessary to begin one's art educa- 
tion all over again. Many of the "Vorticist" 
aphorisms are frankly incomprehensible to 
the lay mind and when the publication pro- 
ceeds to blast and to bless various persons 
and things, for apparently no consistent rea- 
son, a; feeling of irritation at the general 
pretentious futility of the affair, is added 
to that of mystification. Mr. Wyndham 
Lewis and Mr. Frederick Etchells are re- 
sponsible for a good many geometrical and 
Cubist reproductions, and whatever the 
magazine may lack in depth of thought and 
meaning, is amply made up in extravagance 
of style. 

La Schiavona Sale. 

A good deal of satisfaction* is felt over 
here at the acquisition by Mr. Herbert Cook 
of Titian's "La Schiavona," which is to be 
eventually included with Sir Frederick 
Cook's collection at Richmond. The pic- 
ture which has been variously attributed to 
Bernardino Licino and to Giorgino, has 
now been definitely accepted as a Titian^ 
Mr. Berenson having expressed conviction 
of the truth of this attribution. In this con- 
nection, it is interesting to note that the 
"Man with the Red Cap," bought by Sir 
Hugh Lane in 1906 for £2,205 and sold by 
him to Mr. Grenfell for the reputed sum of 
£30,000, was bought back by Sir Hugh at 
the GrenfellSale last ..month for, £13,6.50. 

One bif the pleasan test of the eSchibitions 
of July has been that of bronzes and terra- 
cottas by R. R. Wells at the galleries of 
Messrs. Goupil & Co. in Bedford Street, 
Strand. Mr. Wells finds his chief inspira- 
tion in peasant life and he brings to his 
work much insight and a feeling of no mean 
order. The very spirit of rustic simplicity 
breathes in some of his simple figures and 
tenderness as well as strength is present in 
his treatment of child subjects. His father, 
Mr. James Wells is familiar to American 
readers through his book, entitled "3,000 
Miles Through Brazil." 

The last fortnight of July was devoted 
at the Grafton Galleries to an Exhibition 
of Landscapes by Mr. Jose Weiss, the first 
venture of this talented artist in the direc- 
tion of a "One-Man-Show." Although Mr. 
Weiss occasionally wanders into the high- 
ways and byways of Normandy and Brit- 
tany for themes for his brush, his inspira- 
tion in its truest sense lies in English 
scenery. 

A considerable flutter in the dovecotes of 
dealers and connoisseurs was caused a week 
or so ago by the announcement of the dis- 
covery of a Michel Angelo at a miscellane- 
ous auction sale in Chester. As, however, 
no critic of standing has yet given his sup- 
port to the attribution, the discovery must 
for the present take its place among the 
many hasty announcements. 

The American Shows Fate. 

Not a little dissatisfaction is felt among 
the American colony here at the lack of 
interest which has been aroused by the art 
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^septioij. of.,the,,4nglo7Anjenc^n Exhibitioji^ 
in spite of its excellence. This' has nothing 
whatever to do with the merits of the ex- 
hibits, but is to be accounted for by the fact 
that Londoners are not accustomed to as- 
sociate the idea of serious art with exhibi- 
tions of this kind. 

The news that Messrs. Duveen are vacat- 
ing their London galleries in Bond Street 
and will in future conduct their business en- 
tirely from Paris and New York, has 
aroused much interest. L. G-S.

Boston's mid-summer dullness is some- 
what believed by the controversy, still unset- 
tled, concerning the placing of statues in 
that sacred retreat of lovers and Back Bay 
children — the Public Garden. 
/ The Summer skies of art have been light- 
ened in tone by Mr. J. E. D. Trask's frank 
statement in the Art News of his intentions 
regarding the selection of paintings for the 
forthcoming exhibition in San Francisco. It 
is interesting to note that all the discussion 
.about juries, "invited works" and the gen- 
eral politics of art matters, was started mod- 
estly — as befits Boston's usual altitude to- 
ward all art, by an article in one of the local 
papers, last Winter, which perhaps goes to 
show that our city of post-mortum art, and 
general indifference to its own prophets, has 
at last had some reason for being.

The Exhibition of Ceramics in the Penn- 
•sylvania Museum in Memorial Hall, Fair- 
mount Park, has been recently given addi- 
tional interest by the accession of a loan 
collection of Delft ware assembled by the 
late Doctor S. Wier Mitchell, including 
many rare and unusual pieces, among them 
a choice example of black Delft, some oth- 
ers of polychromatic decoration on an 
opaque white ground, the work of Lamber- 
tus van Eenhorn, Lowys Fictoor and Aug- 
usteen Reygensberg, celebrated Dutch pot- 
ters of the end of the 17th century. An- 
other collection loaned by Alexander Scott, 
Esq., brought together some years ago with* 
the valuable aid of the late Sir A. Wollaston 
Franks, England's greatest authority on the 
subject of ceramics, includes many examples 
of Bow, Chelsea and Worcester wares, 
Sevres, Capo di Monte, Aennecy and Chan- 
tilly faience. A Lambert Delft sack bottle 
dated 1641 forms the clou of the collection. 
The Museum has acquired permanently, 
by bequest of the late Harry J. Abbott, 
Esq., a number of examples of Staffordshire 
and Worcester soft paste pottery and fine 
old Saxon mug dated 1681.

The Art Institute is a busy place, where 
progress is the watchword, and will remain 
open all Summer. Acting Director Newton 
H. Carpenter says: "The old custom of a 
quiet period during the Summer for art 
museums is a thing of the past. Here is an 
astonishing fact. Do you know that the 
Art Institute has more paid admission fees 
in July and August than in any other 
months of the year? This proves that tour- 
ists going east and west know the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago is worth visiting."

La Touche, Lawrence, Lefevre, Lely, 
L'Hermitte, Jacob Maris, Mauve", Millet, 
Monticelli, Rembrandt, Reynolds, Rubens, 
Sargent, Schultzberg, Sorolla, Turner, Van 
Marcke and Zorn. 

In a variety of ways the City Art Museum 
during the past year endeavored to impress 
upon the public school children — as well 
the children of the city at large — the educa- 
tional value to be found in its^ galleries and 
with this object in view exhibited its paint- 
ings, prints and lithographs in the public 
school buildings and the Central Public 
Library, the aim being to make the influ- 
ence of the Museum felt in every home in 
the city. 

Among recent acquisitions is a print: "La 
Mere Bien Aimee," by Massard, 1775, after 
Greuze from Mr. Frederick W. Lehmann; 
two engravings: "Lord Mansfield" by Bar- 
tolozzi, after Reynolds, and "Charles I," 
by Strangeirom a painting by" Van ; Dyck ; 
an etching:- "Breaking up of the Duncan," 
by Frank Brangwyn; an oil by Homer 
Martin "The Headquarters of the Hudson,'' 
and a bronze portrait bust of J. Clifford 
Richardson by George J. Zolnay. The lat- 
ter is intended to be placed in the J. Clifford 
Richardson Memorial Library. 

There has been added to the staff of the 
Museum as Curator, Mr. Charles Percy 
Davis. A recent publication issued by the 
Museum is a catalogue of the sculptures in 
Main Sculptural Hall.

The Washington State Art Society is to 
erect a building at Seattle to house the 
museum and art objects of the Washington 
State Art Association. Mr. George L. Berg 
is director of the association. 



A meeting of artists and art patrons 
was recently held at Asheville, N. C, to form 
an art association. 



The annual Michigan artists exhibition 
will be held from Nov. 17 to Dec. 20 at the 
Detroit Art Museum under the auspices 
of the Scarab Club. 



The first exhibition of paintings by local 
artists was recently opened in the public 
library building at Birmingham, Ala ,., 



A statue of Baron Steuben in bronze 
was unveiled on Aug. 3 at Utica, N. Y., 
under the auspices of the German Alliance. 
Addresses were made by Professor Hugo 
Muensterberg, of Harvard, in German and 
by Representative Charles A. Talcott in 
English.

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RECENT BOOKS ON ART. 

From Charles Scribner's Sons comes the 
fifth as well as the sixth and final volume 
of their admirable edition edited by Messrs. 
Langton Douglas and Tancred Borencies, 
and devoted to the Umbrian, Sienese and 
Florentine masters, of Crowe and Caval- 
caselles's standard work, "A History of 
Fainting in Italy." The illustrations are in 
half-tone and photogravure, the frontispiece 
of the sixth volume being a reproduction in 
the finer process of Fra Bartolommeo's 
'"The Virgin and Child with Saints" in the 
cathedral at Lucca. 



With the imprint of the Macmillan Com- 
pany is published "The Principles of Greek 
Art" by Percy Gardner, Litt. D., Lincoln 
and Merton Professor of Classical Archae- 
ology in the University of Oxford. The 
author, in addition to discussing its more 
notable phases and products of Hellenic art, 
treats also of its artistic and psychological 
principles. The work is a strong plea for 
the continuation of Greek studies and is an 
amplification of the author's "Grammar of 
Greek Art" containing new text and illus- 
trations. 



Reeves and Turner, of London, have is- 
sued a new "Collectors' Handbook of Marks 
and Monograms on Pottery and Porce- 
lain," by William Chaffers, revised and con- 
siderably augmented by Frederick Litch- 
field, and chiefly selected from that long 
considered authoritative work of Chaffers 
on marks and monograms. The present and 
handy little volume contains upwards of 
5,000 marks. 



"Storied Windows," by A. J. de Havilland 
Busnell, is a "traveller's introduction to the 
study of old church glass, from the twelfth 
century Renaissance, especially in France," 
published by the Macmillan Co. This at- 
tractively written volume is illustrated with 
heliogravures of especially notable win- 
dows, an.d in some cases. there are especially 
useful enlargements of details, such as the 
portrait of Pierre Cadier and the donor 
Barbe Cadier in a large window in Moulins 
Cathedral. 

The recent ultra vigorous revival of 
dancing in all its forms, gives a special in- 
terest to the Fredrick A. Stokes Company's 
publication "The Dance — Its Place in Art 
and Life," by Troy and Margaret West 
Kinney. After a brief historical introduc- 
tion, the very fully and well-illustrated vol- 
ume is devoted to the various dances of 
countries, which are illustrated by reproduc- 
tions of photographs of dances and by dia- 
grams, as well as by pictures of famous 
modern exponents of the Terpsecorian art. 
Affording variety there are a number of re 
productions of pen and ink sketches. 



SCOTT MEMORIAL DESIGN. 

The Selection Committee have chosen 
unanimously from among models and 
designs submitted by the six sculptors 
who consented to compete for the memorial 
in London to Capt. Scott and his com- 
panions. The model to which the motto 
"Pro Patria" is attached submitted by 
Albert H. Hodge. The monument is to 
consist of a granite pylon surrounded by"a 
bronze group representing Courage, sus- 
tained by Patriotism and spurning Fear, 
Despair, and Death, the figure of Courage 
being crowned by Immortality. 

Below the group the words, "For King, 
for Country, for Brotherly Love, and for 
Knowledge" are inscribed. 

The front of the pylon bears the names 
of the five heroes whose portrait medal- 
lions in bronze occupy the most prominent 
positions on the monument. At the back 
is a trophy composed of a pair of snow 
shoes, a copy of the cross erected on Ob- 
servation Hill, and in a wreath beneath are 
Scott's words: 

"Had we lived I should have had a tale 
to tell of the hardihood, endurance, and 
courage of my companions which would 
have stirred the heart of every English- 
man." Forming the base to the pylon is a 
podium, on the four sides of which are 
placed bronze relief panels depicting the 
expedition. The whole monument will be 
placed within a square and raised upon 
steps the total height being about 37 feet. 



SOME ART PERIODICALS. 

The August number of the Fine Arts 
Journal has an interesting article by Charles 
Louis Borgmeyer on the Pisani private art 
gallery in Florence which is remarkable for 
the fact that it contains only copies of old 
masters made by Professors Formilli, San- 
tmi, Galeotti, Gordigiani and Estrenne. 



Arts and Decoration for July has for its 
chief article , an , appreciation of "George 
Luks, Agitator," by William B. McCormick. 
Other articles are a plea for decoration by 
Charles de Kay's "How Can We Enliven 
Our Architecture?" "The Decoration of a 
Gothic Studio," by Ada aRiney; "The Styles 
of the Renaissance," by George Leland 
Hunter; "Furniture Painting in Colonial 
America" by Harold Donaldson Eberlein; 
"The Psychology of Clothes" by Florence 
B. Ruthraff ; "The English Marqueterie Fur- 
niture of the 17th and 18th Centuries," by 
Roger Caye, and a review of exhibitions by 
Guy Pene du Bois. 



T. Fisher Unwin and Bernard Quaritch 
have published a valuable volume with the 
unusual title of "Aspects of Death in Art 
and Epigram," by F. Parkes Weber, M.A., 
M.D., Fellow of the Society of Antiquaries 
and of the Royal Numismatic Society of 
London. This scholarly and, despite the 
subject, engaging book is fully and well il- 
lustrated. 

"The Pigments and Mediums of the Old 
Masters," by A. P. Laurie, M. A., D. Sc, 
Professor of Chemistry to the Royal Acad- 
emy, has been issued by Macmillan and Co., 
of London. This valuable work, which is 
fully illustrated, contains a special chapter 
on the micro-photographic study of brush- 
work, which a number of the cuts illustrate. 



To all students of Far Eastern art, and 
notably to those interested in early Chinese 
and Indian sculpture, the very scholarly pub- 
lication known as "Ostasiatische Zeitschrift," 
is a source of much interest. The April- 
June number contains a number of repro- 
ductions of East Indian sculptures. 



The striking portrait of the Countess of 
Crawford and Balcarres by William Orpen 
is reproduced in colors as frontispiece to 
the August number of the International 
Studio. Other plates are E. L. Lawrenson's 
aquatint "The Gorges of the Tarn," two oil 
paintings by Albert Moore, a wood print by 
Miriam Deane, and. an architectural sketch 
by Messrs. Unsworth and Triggs. In the 
American section are articles on the life and 
work of Henry Linder by G. F. Kunz, on 
Hans Schuler, a Baltimore sculptor, by Lil- 
ian W. Newlin and on Otto Beck's art, by 
Mary Augusta Mullikin. 



The principal feature of the July number 
of "Les Arts" is an article on the Musee 
Jacquemart-Andre at the Institute de 
France's Abbaye de Calis. Notable among 
the objects in the remarkably furnished 
apartments are busts by Pajou, and the 
Ateliers Coysevox and Coustu. There are 
also portraits by Van Loo and Tocque. ., 



The "Zeitschrift Fur Bildendekunst" for 
July has as an insert plate an etching by 
Vv''alter Zeising of the Fahrhaus Uhlenhorst, 
a favorite Hamburg shore resort. 
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BOOK SALE AT SOTHEBY'S. 

Rare books and illuminated and other 
manuscripts from the libraries of Lord 
Northesk, Lady Binning, Sir Stewart Forbes 
and others were dispersed at Sotheby's in 
London on July 24. An interesting collec- 
tion of autograph letters and MSS. by 
Robert Louis Stevenson, belonging to Mr. 
Lloyd 'Osbourne, was also offered at auc- 
tion. The amount realized was $32,625. 

Mr. George Smithj of New York once 
more was in the lead securing three fine 
speciments of Books of Hours. He paid the 
highest price of the day — namely, $1,725^ — 
for a 15th century example with five minia- 
tures of the school of Raphael. He also 
purchased a 15th century Franco-Flemish 
manuscript with twelve miniatures for $490 
and a French 15th century manuscript with 
thirteen large miniatures for $400. 
, The second highest price of the day was 
$1,140, which was given by Mr. Sabin for 
one of the Stevenson' manuscripts, "Weir of 
Hermiston," left unfinished at the author's 
death. "I'll Sing You a Tale of a Tropical 
Sea" went to Mr. Quaritch for $650. He 
also secured an autograph note from Stev- 
enson to Lloyd Osbourne, date April 6, 1873, 
for $525. 

Two ancient Greek documents found in 
Persian Kurdistan, supposed to be the earli- 
est parchment known except an Egyptian 
roll, went to Mr. Barnard at $1,100. 

One of the most interesting of Mr.- 
Smith's purchases was the Mastern Hum- 
phreys clock which suggested to Dickens 
the title of his story and which cost the 
dealer $600. 
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AMERICAN SALE AT HEARTMANS. 

A five days' sale of Americana was held 
by Mr. Charles F. Heartman, of 2>6 Lexing- 
ton Ave., opening on July 27. The total 
realized was $4,564. 

For a complete set of the first series of 
Theodore De Bry's celebrated collection of 
voyages to and travels in America, Mr. C. 
M. Blanchfield of Hartford, Conn., paid 
$220. It consisted of the nine parts pijb- 
lished at Frankfort between the years 1590 
and 1602. An extremely rare book by M. 
Buchot on American plants, entitled "Her- 
bier Colorie de I'Amerique," folio Paris, 
1783, was knocked down to Brentano's for 
$145. It is printed on "Papier velin," has a 
large number of plates, finely colored by 
hand, and is said to have belonged to Ben- 
jamin Franklin. 

Mr. T. H. Schulte paid $126 for a copy of 
Ptolemy's "Geography," folio, Venice, 1511. 
It contains the first printed delineation of 
any part of the North American continent, 
under the name of "Regalis Domus" and 
"Terra laboratorus" — the former as a frag- 
mentary coast line and the later as a large 
island. Mr. Schulte also gave $45 for an- 
other rare edition of Ptolemy, printed at 
Vienna in 1541, and $26 for a Basel, 1533, 
edition. 

Tobias E. Biorck's "Dissertatio Graduals 
de Plantatione Ecclesia-e Suecanae in 
America," quarto, Upsala, 1731, was bought 
on order for $58. John Adams's "Letters 
Addressed too His Wife," 12mo, Boston, 
1840-41, with a holograph letter by him in- 
serted, went for $26. James F. Drake paid 
$28 for Robert Barclay's "Apology for the 
True Christian Divinity," printed in 1729 at 
Newport. R. I., by Benjamin Franklin's 
brother, James. 

One of the most interesting items was 
knocked down to the Cadmus Book Shop 
for $87.50. It consisted of twelve numbers 
of Volume I of the early Mormon periodical 
"The Evening and Morning Star," published 
at Independence, Mo., June, 1832, to May, 
1833. and Volume II of the same periodical, 
twenty-six numbers, the first thirteen pub- 
lished at Independence and the remaining 
thirteen at Kirtland, Ohio, June, 1833. to 
September. 1834. 



Mr. Judd Stewart of Plainfield paid $70.50 
for an original crayon drawing of Abraham 
Lincoln by Brady in 1864. Dr. H. Wilkins 
of Brooklyn gave $50 for the first Italian 
translation . of Father Bartholomew de las 
Casas's "History of the Destruction of the 
Indians," small quarto, Venice 1626, and 
$25 for another edition of this work printed 
at Frankfort in 1598. 

The Library of Congress obtained for $34 
a copy of the third Italian edition, Venice, 
1657, of as Casas's sixth treatise relating to 
the Indians who had been held by the 
Spaniards as slaves. It also paid $41 for 
the only Italian edition, Venice 1645, of the 
same author's eighth and ninth treatises 
abonat the Indians. Dr. Wilkins acquired for 
$51 a fine copy of the rare edition of Las 
Casas printed ia Amsterdam in 1607. The 
Library of Congress naid $25.50 for a copy 
of the scarce Amsterdam 1638 edition, and 
$12 for another edition printed at Lyon in 
1642. It also obtained for $26 a scarce 
edition printed in German and dated 1665, 
but not having the place of publication. 

The Buffalo Historical Society paid $17.50 
for Alcee Fortier's "History of Louisiana," 
printed at the De Vinne Press in 1904 and 
Dr. Wilkins bought for $41 Capt. Hugh Mc- 
Call's "History of Georgia," two volumes, 
octavo. Savannah 1811-16. 

"Kort Beskrifning om Provincien Nya 
Swerige uti America," by T. H. Campanius, 
small quarto, Stockholm, 1702, a rare work 
relating to the early settlement of the 
Swedes in what they called New Sweden, 
now forming parts of Delaware, Pennsyl- 
vania, and New Jersey, was bought by the 
Watkirison Library of Hartford for $27.50. 

"The Fundamental Constitutions of Caro- 
lina," folio, no place nor date, but London 
circa 1681, went to Dodd & Livingston for 
$51. 

Mr. Heartman said that this novel Sum- 
mer sale had brought a higher total than 
was expected.

drachm of M*aussollos of Caria, with a head 
^ of Apollo, and on the reverse Zeus Stra- 
jtios, 231 grains, $172.50; a silver tetra- 
drachm of Catana, B. C. 461-413, with a 
laureate head of Apollo, reverse a quadriga, 
265 grains, $150; a silver stater of the Opun- 
tian Locrians. B. C. 450-338, with head of a 
reate head of Apollo, reverse a lyre, 222 
grains, $150; a silver stater of the Opuntian 
Locrians, B. C. 450-338, with head of a god- 
dess, reverse the Locrian Ajax, armed, 188 
grains, $150; a gold coin of Syracuse, of the 
i period B. C. 405-345, by Kimon, with head 
of the young river god Anaros, reverse a 
horse prancing, 44^ grains, $200; a silver 
dekadrachm of Sj^racuse, of the same pe- 
riod, by Euainetos. with a head of Perse- 
phone, and dolphins, reverse a quadriga, and 
Nike, 666 grains, $570: a silver tetradrachm 
of Agathokles of Syracuse, with head of 
Kore, reverse.
